The corpse must have 
lain there for some time as it was 
unrecognizable and the flesh had all 
dropped from the face and arms.

Such is the quesrion that is puz- 


zling the residents of Hebion since 
the discovery of the terribly mangled 
body of the man on the tracks of the 
Ohio Electric Railway company, near 
the Hebron car barns at 9:45 Friday 
night. 


'According: to the reports of 
the 


accident, luehards must have walked 
straight: up the track and 
permitted 


the heavji west bound car. m charge 
of Motormkn Bebont, to bear him un- 
der it where .his life was ground our. 


It is said 
that, Richards 
started 


from town where^lje had been spend- 
ing the evening 
with a 
party 
of 


friends and associates, and 
walked 


east on the tracks, as was his custom, 
to the car barns, situated -ija, the east 
end of the town. Richards was in the 
employ of the company as a. tender at 
the barns and slept there regularly. 
The last time that he was seen alive 
was when he left his friends possibly'- 
five minutes before the accident, and 
started down the track. 


Motorman Reboot, who was ir 


charge of the car that struck the man. 
had passed the curve just below the 
barns and was slowing down for the 
Hebron station. 
The 
headlight of 


his car showed -he track ahead to be 
clear, and as he had given the warn- 
ing whistle for the stop, he suspected 
nothing until suddenly the figure of 
a man loomed just ahead, a distance 
of only a few feet. 


The motorman 
promptly applied 


the emergency 
attachments.

sickening grind of the heavy wheels, 
warned him that his precautions were 
in vain. As soon as the

stopped, the dead body of the 
man

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE 


CONSTITUTION OF OHIO. 


Be it resolved by the General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 


Section 1. That a proposition shall be 


submitted to the electors of the state of 
Ohio, on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, 1903, to amend sec- 
tion two of article twelve of the consti- 
tution of the state of Ohio, so that it 
shall read as follows: 
ARTICLE SU 
Finance and Taxation. 


Sec. 
2. The General Assembly shall have 


power to establish and maintain an equit- 
able system for raising state and 
local 
revenue. It may classify the subjects of 
taxation so far as their differences jus- 
tify the same in orGer to secure a just 
return from each. 
All taxes and other 
charges shall be imposed for public pur- 
poses only and shall be just to each sub- 
ject. The power of taxation shall never 
be surrendered, suspended or 
contracted 
away. Bonds of the state of Ohio, bonds 
of any city, village, hamlet, county 
or 


township in this state and Bonds issued 
in behalf of the public schools of Ohio 
and the means of instruction in connec- 
tion therewith, burying grounds, public 
school houses, houses used exclusively for 
public worship, institutions of purely pub-

BUTTER 


Which Has Been Kenovatey Must be 


Plainly Market! According to 


Xew State Law. 


Makers and dealers in renovated 


butter have but two more weeks in 
which to conduct their business with- 
out conforming to the requirements 
of the new state law enacted by the 
legislature last winter. On July 1 the 
new law goes into effect which will 
authorize the state dairy and 
food 


commissioners to deal harshly with 
such as do 
not have their 
goods 


plainly marked so as to show that it 
is renovated butter aud not the or- 
iginal product. 


So marked the butter may be free- 


ly sold to all who wish to buy. 
Ev- 


ery container, large and small, in 
which such renovated! butter is sold 
or kept for sale, must bear the words 
'in letters at least three-fourth of an 
inch square, "Renovated Butter," or 
"Process Butter," ana when it is sold 
in-bulk it must be wrapped in such a 
way that the words ''renovated but- 
ter'' or ''process butter" shall appear 
conspicuously on tap Of the package, 
so that the buyer can easily s«e it. 
The whole object of the law is not 
to prevent the sale of such butter but 
to prevent its sals as anything else 
than what it really is.
